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PRINCE  PHILIP  PRESENTS  ZOO  MEDAL  PRIZE 

On  the  occasion  of  the  1 50th  Anniversary  of  the  Zoological  Society  of  London  on 
Tuesday,  4th  May,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  presented  the  first  prize  in  the 
Medal  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  annual  Industrial  Design  Bursaries 
competition.  Prince  Philip  is  President  of  both  institutions  and  the  award  of  £600  to 
Mark  Holloway,  a  nineteen  year  old  first  year  student  of  the  Reigate  College  of  Art 
^  and  Design,  took  place  in  the  Lecture  Hall  of  the  Zoological  Society  in  Regents  Park 
immediately  following  the  Society’s  A.G.M.  Mr.  Peter  Seaby,  Chairman  of  Seaby’s, 
then  presented  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  with  a  specimen  of  Mr.  Holloway’s  medal 
which  had  been  cast  by  the  Royal  Mint  in  silver. 

In  his  brief  Presidential  Address  Prince  Philip  gave  a  fascinating  account  of  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  royal  Menagerie  which  is  first  recorded  as  being  housed  at  Wood- 
stock  in  the  reign  of  King  Henry  I  in  the  twelfth  century,  later  being  transferred  to 
the  Tower  of  London  until  it  was  finally  handed  over  to  the  Zoological  Society  in 
1826. 

The  Medal  Section  of  the  R.S.A.  competition,  sponsored  by  Seaby’s  for  the 
second  year,  is  one  of  the  Society’s  Bursaries  which  are  open  to  students  of  art  and 
design  throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  It  was  initiated  because  Seaby’s  felt  that  the 
general  standard  of  British  medal  design  and  manufacture  had  declined  over  the 
years  and  they  wished  to  stimulate  greater  public  interest  in  good  medallic  work  and 
to  encourage  younger  British  artists  to  experiment  in  this  field.

The  object  of  the  R.S.A.  Bursaries  is  to  enable  prize  winners  to  travel  abroad  to 
widen  their  experience  of  art  and  design  in  other  countries.  Mr.  Holloway  plans  to 
visit  Paris  this  summer  and  next  year  a  longer  trip  to  study  the  art  of  past  cultures  in 
Mexico  (Toltec,  Maya  and  Aztec)  and,  by  way  of  contrast,  the  modern  art  of  the 
United  States. 

The  subject  set  for  the  1975  competition  had  been  designs  for  a  medal  to  be  cast 
in  bronze  or  silver  to  commemorate  the  150th  Anniversary  of  the  Zoological  Society 
of  London.  Mr.  Holloway’s  design  depicted  on  the  obverse  a  portrait  of  Sir  Stamford 
Raffles  the  principle  founder  and  first  President  of  the  Zoological  Society  (though 
possibly  better  known  for  his  association  with  Singapore),  and  on  the  reverse  the 
front  view  of  an  African  elephant  modelled  on  “Jumbo”,  a  great  Zoo  favourite  until 
his  death  in  1959. 

The  Jury  who  judged  the  entries  consisted  of: 

Mr.  Harold  Glover,  formerly  Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  now  Controller  of 
Her  Majesty’s  Stationery  Office;  Laurence  Brown,  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.;  Geoffrey 
Clarke,  ARA,  ARCA;  A.  J.  Dowling,  The  Royal  Mint;  J.  Graham  Pollard,  MA,  ( 
Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge;  Reynolds  Stone,  CBE,  RDI,  Faculty  of  Royal 
Designers  for  Industry;  and  C.  H.  V.  Sutherland,  CBE,  MA,  DLitt,  FBA,  FSA, 
formerly  head  of  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford. 

In  their  report  on  the  competition  the  Jury  commented  on  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  entries  (30,  compared  with  10  in  1974).  They  were  pleased  to  see  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  standard  of  presentation  and  design  and  felt  that  candidates  had 
made  themselves  better  acquainted  with  the  technical  problems  of  medal  casting; 
most  of  those  failing  to  reach  the  shortlist  showing  insufficient  skill  in  portraiture. 
They  were  particularly  impressed  with  Mr.  Holloway’s  skilful  handling  of  the  degrees 
of  relief  on  both  faces  of  the  medal.  Jointly  in  second  place,  with  prizes  of  £200  each, 
were  Jean-Pierre  Dondelinger  {Sir  John  Cass  School  of  Art)  and  Bridget  Powell  (also 
Reigate  School  of  Art  and  Design). 

The  success  of  the  Medals  Section  of  the  R.S.A.’s  design  compeition  is  due  in  no 
small  measure  to  the  enthusiastic  co-operation  of  the  Royal  Mint  which  not  only 
cast  the  medals  of  the  shortlisted  candidates  before  the  Jury  reached  their  final 
decision  but  also  gave  technical  advice  to  the  competitors.  At  the  present  time  the 
Mint’s  casting  unit  is  in  the  process  of  being  transferred  to  Llantrisant  but  it  is  hoped 
that  later  in  the  year  a  small  number  of  additional  medals  may  be  made  available  for 
collectors.  The  medals  are  approximately  4.7  inches  in  diameter  and  the  few  silver 
medals  cast  so  far  average  about  25  Troy  ounces.  It  is  likely  that  the  number  to  be 
produced  will  be  limited  to  15  specimens  in  silver  and  50  in  bronze,  and  that  prices 
will  be  approximately  £200  and  '£40  respectively,  but  details  will  be  given  at  a  ^ 
later  date.  §

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C.M.C.-AN  EIGHTEENTH-CENTURY  COIN  COLLECTOR

A  brief  biography  of  Clayton  Mordaunt  Cracherode  recently  appeared  in  The 
Book  Collector  from  the  pen  of  Mrs.  Adina  Davis.*  This  prompted  me  to  think  that 
readers  of  the  Bulletin  would  like  to  know  a  little  about  this  connoisseur’s  activity. 
He  was  one  of  the  greatest  coin-collectors  we  have  ever  had. 

He  belonged  to  the  peculiarly  English  upper-middle  class  range  of  society, 
verging  on  the  aristocracy.  Amongst  his  ancestors  one  was  a  warrior  at  the^Battle  of 
Agincourt;  another  was  the  Lord  of  a  Manor,  which  gave  him  the  obligation  and 
privilege  of  bearing  the  King’s  cup  at  the  coronation  banquet;  another  was  a  linen- 
draper.  He  was  born  in  Buckinghamshire  in  1730,  and  went  to  Westminster  School, 
where  he  made  friends  with  three  boys  of  the  Freind  family.  He  was  a  charming, 
serious  and  scholarly  little  boy.  From  Westminster  he  was  elected  to  a  Studentship 
in  Christ  Church,  which  he  held  throughout  his  life,  together  with  his  rooms  in  the 
House. 

)  He  became  famed  as  a  collector  of  the  extraordinary  books  known  as  incunabula , 
or  cradle  books,  printed  before  1500.  Most  beautifully  bound,  they  are  in  a  room 
devoted  to  them  and  him  in  the  British  Museum.  His  coins,  which  he  collected 
assiduously  throughout  his  life,  are  mainly  Roman.  They  too  are  deposited  in  the 
British  Museum,  and  form  a  very  large  ornament  of  that  celebrated  collection.  The 
charm  of  the  coins  is  very  largely  in  their  brilliant  condition.  The  large  Roman 
“first  brass”  with  their  splendid  portraits  of  the  Roman  Emperors  are  noted  for  their 
patina,  the  brilliant  greens  of  which  have  a  gem-like  colour.  The  gold  coins,  also 
extremely  fine,  are  represented  by  a  small  collection  which  he  left  to  Christ  Church, 
to  form  part  of  Archbishop  Wake’s  collection  there.  They  are  now  deposited  in  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  and  the  accompanying  photographs  will  show  their  great  quality 
of  extreme  fineness  -  many  of  them  being  also  collected  for  their  great  interest 
generally.  Amongst  these  could  be  noted  a  portrait  of  Nero  as  a  boy.  Another  com¬ 
memorates  the  conquest  of  Britain  in  the  time  of  Claudius.  It  shows  on  the  reverse 
side  a  Roman  triumphal  arch  with  a  chariot  on  top  of  it,  inscribed  “DEBRITANN”. 

Cracherode  never  married.  He  lived  with  his  mother  and  his  sister  Anne,  and 
wTas  devoted  to  them.  He  made  great  friends  at  Christ  Church  with  a  few  learned  and 
important  people,  including  Shute  Barrington,  perhaps  his  greatest  friend,  a  Canon 
who  was  afterwards  the  Palatine  Bishop  of  Durham.  Clayton’s  father  was  a  colonel 
in  the  army.  This  doesn’t  come  out  a  very  great  deal  in  Clayton.  His  years  at  Oxford 
were  serene  and  prolonged,  though  his  home  was  in  Queen  Square,  London.  The 
house  is  still  there,  and  is  occupied,  and  is  indeed  a  very  fine  and  elegant  residence. 

In  1762  Clayton  was  presented  to  St.  Margaret’s  Church,  Binsey,  near  Oxford, 

^  with  a  stipend  of  £14  per  year.  It  is  interesting  to  me  as  I  stand  preaching  in  there  to 
wonder  what  sort  of  sermons  Clayton  preached.  It  was  while  he  was  at  Oxford  that 
he  started  to  make  his  incomparable  coin  collection  by  beginning  to  purchase  books 
on  coins,  of  which  amongst  many  other  things  he  left  a  great  collection.  The  famous 
Dr.  William  Hunter  formed  the  museum  in  Glasgow  at  much  the  same  time  as 
Cracherode  was  collecting.  Both  men  had  coins  wdiich  had  belonged  to  Matthew 
Duane.  Hunter  bought  his  during  Duane’s  lifetime.  Unfortunately  Cracherode’s  own 
manuscript  catalogue  of  his  coins  was  a  minor  casualty  when  the  British  Museum 
was  bombed  during  the  Second  World  War,  but  a  study  of  his  copies  of  the  sale 
catalogues  of  Duane’s  coins,  and  that  of  Charles  Lindegren’s,  will  give  an  idea  of  the 
amount  he  was  willing  to  pay.  He  was  careful  to  enter  the  prices  paid  by  the  agents 
who  bid  for  him.  His  working  library  on  coins  and  medals  contained  about  fifty 
books,  including  sale  catalogues.  They  are  mainly  contemporary  works,  and  some  have 
fine  plates.  One  of  the  earliest  dated  purchases  (1759)  was  Erasmus  Froelich’s  work 
on  the  Syrian  kings. 
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Cracherode’s  munificent  bequest  of  coins,  then  popularly  referred  to  as  “medals”, 
arrived  at  the  British  Museum  in  1799,  carefully  packed  up  by  John  Thane,  the 
printseller,  who  was  instructed  to  deal  with  these  and  with  the  drawings  and  prints, 
and  to  receive  twenty  guineas  for  his  trouble.  The  coins  were  valued  at  £6,000, 
which  would  now  be  nearer  £6,000,000,  and  placed  in  Room  XI  of  the  Antiquities, 
where  the  cabinets  of  Sir  Hans  Sloane  and  Sir  Robert  Cotton  already  formed  the 
basic  collection.  According  to  Taylor  Coombe  in  the  introduction  to  one  of  the 
numismatic  books,  almost  every  single  coin  was  so  outstanding  in  its  own  class  that 
few  could  be  compared  with  them. 

One  curious  little  feature  was  that  in  a  secret  drawer  of  his  desk  at  home  there 
were  discovered  four  thousand  golden  guineas  hoarded  away:  so  he  was  a  coin 
collector  in  more  senses  than  one. 

To  look  at  Cracherode’s  coins  makes  any  modern  collector’s  mouth  water,  when 
it  is  realised  that  there  can  be  but  few  obtainable  in  these  days  to  compare  with  them. 
If  you  could  own  two  or  three  that  would  be  the  most. 

Cracherode  ended  his  life  disturbed  by  ill-health  and  by  a  curious  anxiety  about 
the  French  Revolution,  similar  to  the  fear  that  many  people  have  today  of  Com¬ 
munism.  As  the  news  from  across  the  channel  grew  more  dreadful,  his  own  comfort¬ 
able  world  seemed  suddenly  insecure.  He  died  in  1799,  and  he  made  some  of  the 
most  important  purchases  in  his  whole  career  as  a  collector  in  the  last  years. 

His  character  is  everywhere  described  in  most  beautiful  words.  “Mr.  C.  was, 
perhaps,  the  most  amiable  man  that  ever  went  from  Westminster  to  Christ  Church” 
was  one  thing  said  about  him.  In  those  permissive  days  no  breath  of  scandal  attached 
itself  to  him.  He  was  gentle,  quiet,  unobtrusive,  a  model  for  any  Christian  minister. 

His  library  contained  many  of  the  famous  printed  books:  the  first  printing  in 
Anglo-Saxon,  the  first  printing  in  Greek,  and  of  course  the  inevitable  Shakespeare 
folios;  and  (as  he  was  a  clergyman)  Bibles,  including  the  rare  one  of  1541,  on  the  title 
page  of  which  Henry  VIII  is  shown  distributing  Bibles,  and  on  either  side  of  him 
Thomas  Cromwell  and  Cardinal  Wolsey,  their  coats  of  arms  beneath  them.  But  this 
edition  of  the  great  Bible  was  printed  after  the  fall  of  Thomas  Cromwell,  and  so 
his  coat  of  arms  on  the  title  page  is  blotted  out,  making  it  a  most  interesting  specimen. 

There  is  a  very  fine  picture  in  existence  that  belonged  to  Earl  Spencer,  showing 
Cracherode  in  the  typical  garb  of  an  eighteenth-century  parson,  wearing  the  white 
wig  which  was  common  amongst  the  clergy  then  as  it  is  today  amongst  the  legal 
profession  (it  was  rather  like  that  of  a  Crown  Court  Judge  in  our  time);  buckles  on 
shoes  and  at  knee;  and  long  frock-coat,  the  ancestor  of  the  modern  cassock. 

He  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  cloisters  of  Westminster  Abbey,  where  his  mother  was 
buried.  The  legend  that  the  only  English  Pope  was  a  boy  parson  of  Binsey  may  or 
may  not  be  true.  It  is  however  true  that  a  parson  of  Binsey  lies  buried  in  Westminster 
Abbey,  though  the  inscription  on  the  stone  is  faint.

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THE  IDENTITY  OF  THE  SEUADOORE’  OF  A  1696  (?) 
PETITION  TO  LORD  DERBY  BY  THE  MANX  KEYS

On  p.  415  of  the  first  volume  (London,  1900)  of  A.  W.  Moore’s  History  of  the 
Isle  of  Alan  there  appears  the  following : — 

‘Four  years  later  \i.e.  in  1696],  the  Keys  successfully  petitioned  Lord  Derby 
“that  all  crown  pieces  after  this  day,  by  public  consent,  to  be  allowed  to  pass  for 
5s.  lOd.  a-piece,  and  half  one  at  2s.  lid.  a-piece,  a  shilling  at  14  pence,  and 
sixpence  at  7  pence  a-piece,  and  guineas  to  pass  for  24s.  6d.  a-piece,  and  seuadoores 
to  pass  for  19s.  6d.  a-piece”,  and  they  further  requested  that  he  should  take  his 
rent  in  the  coins  at  these  values.’ 

In  the  years  between  the  two  World  Wars  the  so-called  Liber  Scaccarii  or  ‘Book  of  the 
Exchequer’  cited  by  Moore  without  folio  number  as  his  sole  authority  for  the  above  i 
was  bound  into  its  existing  form,  and  the  petition  does  not  appear  under  the  year  in  ^ 
question  nor  under  those  immediately  adjacent.  At  present  the  actual  document 
cannot  be  located,  though  there  is  no  reason  to  think  that  it  has  been  other  than 
mislaid,  and  the  purpose  of  this  present  note  is  to  suggest  that  somewhere  there  has 
been  an  error  of  transcription,  and  that  the  ‘seuadoore’  is  not  the  numismatic  hapax 
it  might  seem  at  first  sight,  but  an  old  friend  no  more  than  thinly  disguised. 

From  the  context  it  is  clear  that  we  are  dealing  with  a  gold  coin  somewhat  inferior 
in  weight  and/or  fineness  to  the  English  guinea  of  the  second  half  of  the  seventeenth- 
century.  The  English  piece  was  supposed  to  tip  the  scale  at  just  under  130  grains,  and 
was  22  carat  fine.  Since  the  value  put  on  the  guinea  was  twenty-four  shillings  and 
sixpence,  and  that  on  the  ‘seuadoore’  nineteen  shillings  and  sixpence,  a  simple  calcula¬ 
tion  establishes  that  the  latter  coin  should  have  had  a  weight  in  the  region  of  103  grains 
— or  slightly  more  if  the  fineness  is  significantly  worse.  Now,  Irish  proclamations  of 
precisely  this  period  suggest  that  only  two  non-English  coins  struck  in  gold  enjoyed 
general  currency  in  Ireland.  Ignoring  the  halves  in  the  same  way  as  we  have  ignored 
the  half-guinea,  we  find  that  they  are  the  French  and  the  Spanish  pistole,  both  with  a 
weight  of  104  grains  and  a  fineness  only  half  a  grain  worse  than  the  English  standard. 

If  such  coins  circulated  freely  in  Ireland  it  may  be  accepted  that  they  were  no  strangers 
to  the  Manx  scene,  and  an  alternative  name  for  the  French  piece  which  actually 
appears  in  a  Dublin  proclamation  of  15  June  1690  is  ‘French  Lewis  of  gold’,  i.e. 
Louis  d’or.  Confusion  between  the  script  capitals  ‘L’  and  ‘S’  is  easy  in  the  case  of  some 
hands  of  this  period,  and  it  is  additional  cause  for  satisfaction  that  ‘seuadoore’  and  g 
Louis  (Tor  are  alike  trisyllabic.  This  would  seem  to  militate  against  the  alternative  " 
etymology,  not  without  its  attractions,  provided  by  the  really  rather  anachronistic 
sou  d’or  which  must  seem  essentially  disyllabic,  and  less  attractive  still  would  be  the 
suggestion  that  ‘seuadoore’  is  for  ecu  d’or.  Again  we  would  have  to  postulate  post¬ 
vocalic  svarabhakti  as  well  as  fairly  extensive  mistranscription,  so  that,  pending  the 
rediscovery  of  the  actual  manuscript  employed  by  Moore,  much  the  greater  proba¬ 
bility  is  that  the  father  of  Manx  history  confused  ‘L’  and  ‘S’,  something  easily  done 
and  especially  when  the  subject-matter  is  unfamiliar.  The  numismatist  for  his  part 
would  observe  that  the  coincidence  of  weight  and  fineness  is  so  exact  as  to  leave  no 
room  for  doubt  that  it  is  the  pistole  which  is  in  question,  and  hence  any  discussion  of 
the  name  by  which  the  coin  went  in  the  document,  be  it  Louis  d’or ,  sou  d’or  or  ecu  d’or, 
is  to  some  extent  academic.  Certainly,  too,  on  the  evidence  at  present  available  there 
would  seem  to  be  no  occasion  for  a  new  entry  in  any  future  editions  of  the  standard 
numismatic  dictionaries  of  Frey  and  von  Schrotter.

Sumatra 

The  E.I.C.  coins  of  Sumatra  are  difficult  to  deal  with  when  trying  to  determine 
the  rarity  of  each  piece  due  to  the  large  number  of  proofs  available  and,  to  a  lesser 
extent,  patterns.  A  few  words  of  explanation  may  help  to  put  the  matter  in  proper 
perspective.  The  great  bulk  of  the  coins  from  1786  onwards  were  struck  at  the  Soho 
Mint  Birmingham  using  Matthew  Boulton’s  new  steam  coining  presses.  As  this  was 
one  of  the  first  coinages  manufactured  in  this  way  great  use  was  made  of  it  to  advertise 
the  Soho  Mint.  The  proofs  and  patterns,  judging  by  the  great  number  surviving, 
must  have  been  distributed  quite  freely  and  one  can  imagine  the  proofs  in  silver  and 
the  patterns  being  presented  to  friends  and  influential  people  with  the  more  ordinary 
proofs  being  given  away  on  a  wider  scale.  When  looking  at  the  numbers  of  each  coin 
offered  for  sale  over  the  past  twenty'  years  it  is  curious  to  note  that  iri  many  instances 
proofs  are  more  likely  to  be  met  with  than  the  currency  coins.  After  a  little  thought 
one  realises  that  whilst  the  currency  coins  wTere  shipped  half  way  round  the  world  to  be 
used,  lost  and  often  melted  down  the  proofs  must  have  remained  almost  entirely  in 
this  country  to  be  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation !  The  patterns  should, 
perhaps,  be  more  correctly  called  either  trial  pieces  or  presentation  pieces  for  whilst 
one  or  two  are  possibly  true  ‘patterns’  this  cannot  apply  to  so  large  a  number.  The 
oval  three  Kepings  patterns  were  probably  made  to  show  what  the  new  mint  was 
capable  of  for  the  nature  of  the  coinage  must  surely  have  been  decided  before  these 
were  struck.  The  British  Museum  collection  contains  a  very  good  selection  of  proofs 
and  patterns  with  few  gaps  but  the  currency  coins  are  poorly  represented  with  only 
three  of  a  possible  eighteen. 


In  this  survey  the  first  column  of  figures  shows  the  number  of  each  coin  found 
offered  for  sale  over  the  past  twenty  years,  the  second  column  the  number  in  the 
British  Museum  and  the  third  column  the  suggested  rarity.

Although  the  1784  Half  Dollar  shows  as  being  more  difficult  to  obtain  than  the 
1783  previous  writers  give  no  indication  of  difference.  The  undated  copper  Half 
Dollar  was  an  emergency  issue  and  is  extremely  rare.  Scholten  gives  it  a  RRRR  rating 
and  as  far  as  I  am  aware  only  one  has  been  offered  for  sale  over  twenty  years.  The 
Parsons  collection  which  was  sold  in  1954  did  not  contain  a  specimen.

There  were  30  of  the  currency  coins  offered  over  the  period  but  six  of  these  could 
not  be  identified  as  lightweight  or  heavyweight.  The  heavyweight  issue  weighs  12.8 
gram,  and  the  second,  reduced  weight,  issue  8.5  gram.  The  survey  confirms  the  view 
of  Scholten  who  rates  the  Heavyweight  issue  as  R  with  no  rating  (a  common  coin)  for 
the  lightweight  issue.

The  1786  and  1798  currency  issues  are  clearly  rare  coins.  I  have  been  unable  to 
obtain  a  specimen  of  either  date  although  I  have  found  proofs  of  both  dates  reasonably 
easy  to  find.  Scholten  treats  the  currency  coins  as  being  quite  ordinary  with  no 
reference  to  any  being  rare.  Pridmore  states  that  the  coinage  of  1786  amounted  to  100 
tons  weight.  Most  must  have  been  subsequently  melted  down. 

The  copper  proof  of  1798  is  also  a  rare  coin,  much  more  so  than  the  gilt  proof.  The 
1786  copper  proof  seems  to  be  the  most  common  and  easy  to  obtain  3  Kepings.

The  three  specimens  of  the  2  Kepings  1783  in  the  British  Museum  are  all  local 
forgeries  and  it  may  well  be  that  most  of  those  recorded  in  sales  lists  are  also  copies. 
Some  of  the  copies  are  so  good  that  identification  of  the  real  and  false  is  often  difficult. 
There  are  several  varieties  of  the  1783  2  Kepings  with  the  rosette  dividing  the  date 
being  composed  of  various  numbers  of  dots.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  the 
difference  in  rarity  of  each  variety.  The  1798  issue  is  obviously  a  very  rare  coin  with 
none  being  traced  for  sale  over  twenty  years.  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  specimen. 
There  were  two  issues  of  1804,  one  being  6.5  gram,  and  the  other  4.4  gram.  It  has 
not  been  possible  to  determine  the  difference  in  rarity  as  in  most  instances  the  weight 
was  not  specified.  One  of  the  thirteen  was  identified  as  the  heavyweight  issue  and  it 
would  seem  likely  that  this  should  be  given  an  R  rating  which  agrees  with  Scholten’s 
opinion.  Three  coins  have  not  been  included  in  this  list — 1783  proof  in  gold,  1787 
A.H.  1200,  1804  striking  in  lead.  None  of  these  have  been  offered  over  the  past 
twenty  years  as  far  as  I  am  aware  and  there  are  none  in  the  B.M.  They  therefore  must 
rate  R7.

Once  again  the  currency  coin  of  1798  shows  as  being  very  hard  to  find.  There  is  a 
1  Keping  of  1786  with  A.H.  date  1202  and  a  lead  striking  of  1804.  Both  of  these 
probably  rate  R7  with  none  being  traced  as  being  offered.  There  are,  once  again,  two 
weight  varieties  of  1804 — 3.5  gram,  and  2.0  gram.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  number  of  each  in  the  twenty  offered  but  it  seems  safe  to  agree  with  Scholten 
and  give  the  heavyweight  issue  an  R  rating  as  with  the  other  denominations.  A  further 
complication  with  the  issue  of  1804  is  the  large  number  of  copies  which  exist.  Many  of 
these  can  be  easily  identified  as  such  but  others  are  of  very  good  style  and  no  doubt 
some  of  these  are  included  in  the  quantity  shown  as  being  offered. 

As  far  as  can  be  determined  the  proofs  of  1804,  in  all  denominations,  are  of  the 
heavyweight  variety. 

The  evidence  collected  suggests  that  the  coinage  of  1798  may  not  have  been 
issued  for  general  circulation.  I  can  find  only  three  currency  coins  of  this  date  offered 
for  sale  over  twenty  years,  two  being  3  Kepings  and  the  other  a  1  Keping.  All  of  the 
coins  of  this  date  show  the  denomination  as  three  kepings  on  the  reverse,  an  error  (on 
the  smaller  denominations)  which  would  surely  have  been  noticed  and  corrected  on  a 
large  issue.  No  previous  writer  makes  any  note  of  the  coins  of  this  date  being  particu¬ 
larly  rare  but  they  may  have  been  misled  by  the  ease  with  which  the  proofs  can  be

There  are  many  varieties  of  these  patterns,  mostly  in  the  types  of  edgings  used. 
Scholten  gives  a  RRRR  rating  for  all  of  these  coins  with  the  exception  of  the  3  Kepings 
in  copper  which  he  rates  as  RR.  The  survey  suggests  that  this  coin  is  in  fact  one  of  the 
rarer  patterns. 

There  has  recently  been  another  series  of  coins  attributed,  by  Major  Pridmore,  to 
Sumatra.  These  coins,  comprising  3  fanams,  2  fanams  and  fanam  in  silver  and  two 
issues  of  cash  in  copper,  were  previously  attributed  to  Madras  by  Atkins — numbers 
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15,  16,  17  and  66.  Any  survey  of  the  rarity  of  Sumatra  coins  should  therefore  include 
these  but  it  is  not  possible  at  this  time  to  estimate  the  rarity  of  each  piece  with  any 
accuracy.  We  do  know  that  they  are  all  rare  and  as  this  listing  would  be  incomplete 
without  them  I  have  made  an  attempt  to  guess  the  possible  rarity  rating  of  each  piece. 
At  a  later  date  it  may  be  possible  to  determine  the  rarity  of  the  coins  with  greater

Only  two  of  the  first  issue  cash  were  known  to  Pridmore  and  they  were  only 
issued  between  1687  and  1695.  The  second  issue  cash,  along  with  the  silver  coins 
were  probably  issued  from  time  to  time  over  the  next  eighty  years.  Pridmore  records  | 
that  229,667  fanams  were  issued  in  1768.  As  these  were  all  small  coins  many  must 
have  been  lost  and  many  more  melted  down.  Few  can  have  survived.

REPORT  OF  THE  1976  B.A.N.S.  CONGRESS 

The  Annual  Congress  of  the  British  Association  of  Numismatic  Societies  took  place  at  the 
University  of  Kent,  Canterbury,  from  the  2nd  to  4th  April,  1976  and  the  hosts  were  the  Kent 
Numismatic  Society  and  the  Medway  Towns  Numismatic  Society. 

Delegates  assembled  on  Friday  evening  and,  after  a  reception  and  dinner,  Mr.  John  Brand 
read  a  paper  entitled  ‘Coins  and  Prices  in  the  Thirteenth  Century’.  The  theme  was  not,  as 
some  had  expected,  about  dealing  in  coins.  Mr.  Brand  had  done  much  research  into  the  financial 
state  of  England  in  the  thirteenth  century  in  order  to  establish  when  and  where  coinage  was 
issued,  by  whom  and  for  what  purpose.  This  paper  made  a  fine  start  to  the  proceedings  and 
illustrated  the  importance  of  research  beyond  the  normal  numismatic  sources. 

On  Saturday,  Dr.  John  Kent,  President  of  B.A.N.S.,  formally  opened  the  Congress  and 
introduced  Mr.  Norman  Shiel,  who  read  a  paper  entitled  ‘Carausius  and  Allectus:  Fact  and 
Fiction’.  Much  has  been  written  on  this  theme  and  the  speaker  summarised  the  main  points 
from  the  major  writings  dating  back  to  c.  1571,  pointing  out  that  not  all  facts  were  reliable. 
Mr.  Shiel  then  recalled  the  important  events  between  a.d.  284,  when  Diocletian  became 
emperor,  and  296,  the  date  of  the  death  of  Allectus.  He  then  discussed  the  coins  of  the  period  in 
detail,  dwelling  particularly  on  evidence  for  and  against  the  attribution  of  some  issues  to  the 
mints  of  Bologne,  Richborough,  Colchester,  Clausentum  and  Porchester,  all  of  which,  on 
present  evidence,  were  speculative  suggestions.  The  speaker  ended  by  saying  that  many 
problems  still  existed,  not  least  some  of  the  letters  appearing  in  the  exergue  which,  in  the  past, 
had  usually  been  assumed  to  represent  the  minting  place.  Mr.  Shiel  found  this  difficult  to 
accept  in  all  cases. 

After  coffee.  Miss  Elizabeth  Pirie  introduced  Dr.  Christopher  Challis,  who  spoke  on  a 
subject  of  local  interest,  ‘The  Canterbury  Mints  in  the  Early  Tudor  Period’.  Dr.  Challis,  who 
is  an  historian  much  interested  in  numismatics,  said  that,  with  regard  to  the  two  mints, 
relatively  few  records  were  in  existence  for  the  Royal  establishment  and  hardly  any  at  all  for 
that  under  ecclesiastical  control.  It  was  known,  however,  that  the  Archbishop’s  mint  operated 
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under  a  Royal  Charter  as,  for  example,  that  granted  by  Edward  IV  authorising  the  striking  of 
half-groats,  pennies  and  halfpennies.  Evidence  is  sparse  for  coining  in  general  under  Henry  VII 
and  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII,  but  there  is  evidence  to  show  that,  in  1499,  a 
restriction  was  placed  on  the  three  ecclesiastical  mints  in  respect  of  the  penny,  which  was 
probably  the  most  important  denomination.  It  was  certain  that  the  production  of  pennies 
ceased  at  Durham,  whilst  the  Archbishop’s  mint  at  York  continued  to  strike  half-groats  and 
halfpennies  and  did  not  close  completely,  as  had  been  thought  in  the  past.  On  the  basis  of  the 
Pyx  report  for  1537  and  what  is  known  about  the  chronology  of  production  at  Durham, 
Dr.  Challis  speculated  that  the  output  of  all  three  ecclesiastical  mints  may  have  approached 
S%  of  that  of  the  Tower  in  the  early  Tudor  period. 

The  speaker  then  went  on  to  discuss  the  output  at  the  Royal  mint  at  Canterbury  during  the 
debasement  of  the  1540’s  and  explained  that  the  main  cause  of  the  reduction  in  silver  content 
was  the  need  to  find  money  to  finance  England’s  military  commitments.  Some  £1.27  million 
had  been  obtained  for  this  purpose  from  the  debased  coinage.  Silver  went  to  the  mint  either 
because  the  mint  price  rose,  or  because  the  Crown  coined  some  of  the  plate  confiscated  from 
the  Church,  or  because  testoons  were  arbitrarily  demonetised.  Dr.  Challis  concluded  by  speaking 
briefly  of  the  masters  of  the  mint  at  Canterbury  and  other  officials.  He  said  that  the  total 
complement  may  have  been  between  40  and  45,  including  30  to  35  moneyers. 

After  lunch.  Colonel  Roy  Trett  was  introduced  to  delegates  and  he  gave  a  most  interesting 
account  of  the  medals  of  the  Buffs  (the  East  Kent  Regiment).  Colonel  Trett  traced  the  history 
of  the  regiment  from  its  formation  in  1572,  as  a  fighting  force  which  assisted  the  Dutch  in  their 
struggle  with  Spain,  to  its  duties  as  a  custodian  of  convicts  sent  to  Australia,  after  which  it  saw 
service  in  India  and  South  Africa.  He  spoke  of  the  regiment’s  more  famous  members,  including 
three  who  had  been  awarded  the  Victoria  Cross. 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  Mr.  Stuart  Rigold  lead  a  tour  of  the  Cathedral  and  on  Sunday  he 
again  acted  as  a  guide,  this  time  on  a  visit  to  St.  Augustine’s  Abbey,  where  there  are  buried 
several  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  four  kings  of  Kent. 

The  last  speaker  was  Miss  Marion  Archibald,  who  was  introduced  by  Mr.  Christopher 
Blunt  on  Sunday  morning.  The  title  of  the  paper — again  of  local  interest — was  ‘The  Earliest 
Pennies  and  the  Canterbury  Mint’  and  it  dealt  mainly  with  the  coinage  of  Offa,  King  of  Mercia. 
The  speaker  commenced  by  saying  that  the  questions  posed  by  Mr.  Brand  applied  equally  to 
her  subject,  namely  when  were  the  coins  struck,  where,  by  whom  and  for  what  purpose.  The 
change  to  the  broader,  thinner  penny  took  place  in  the  middle  of  the  eighth  century  and  the 
evidence  available  suggested  that  there  was  a  gap  between  the  last  sceattas  and  the  first  pennies. 
Relative  chronology  is  still  not  absolutely  certain  but  research  indicates  that  the  unique  penny 
of  Heahberht,  King  of  Kent,  was  struck  about  765  and  the  speaker  thought  that  Offa’s  general 
issues,  which  comprised  the  penny  type  only,  followed  on  from  that  date,  rather  than  com¬ 
mencing  as  late  as  785  as  had  been  suggested  in  the  past.  The  supremacy  of  Offa  over  the  Kings 
of  Kent  is  clearly  shown  by  charters  and,  as  many  of  the  Kentish  kings  are  unknown  for  their 
coins,  the  Canterbury  mint  would,  no  doubt,  have  issued  pennies  in  Offa’s  name.  The  speaker 
also  illustrated  some  pennies  bearing  the  names  of  Offa  and  Archbishop  Jaenberht  jointly. 
Miss  Archibald  said  the  reason  for  the  production  of  pennies  at  that  time  was  undoubtedly  to 
facilitate  trade  with  Charlemagne. 

Mr.  Blunt,  in  commenting  on  this  paper,  said  that  just  one  problem  arose  as  a  result  of 
suggesting  an  earlier  commencing  date  for  Offa’s  pennies  and  that  was  that  three  of  the  moneyers 
who  had  worked  for  Offa  and  his  successors,  would  have  had  a  rather  long  working  life.  But, 
this  reservation  apart,  he  was  happy  with  the  speaker’s  views. 

The  Congress  ended  after  lunch  on  Sunday  and  the  general  opinion  was  that  it  had  been  a 
most  enjoyable  weekend.  The  thanks  of  all  present  were  extended  to  the  organising  secretary, 
Mr.  Edwin  Redfern,  and  to  all  the  other  helpers  from  the  host  societies,  whose  hard  work  had 
made  the  event  such  a  success.

Hoard  1.  A  hoard  of  more  than  400  bronze  Roman  coins  has  been  found  by  Enfield 
Archaeological  Society  at  Lincoln  Road,  Bush  Hill  Park. — London  Evening  Standard ,  28  April 
1976. 

Hoard  2.  A  hoard  of  Fourth  Century  coins  found  by  archaeologists  at  Holybourne,  near 
Alton,  may  be  treasure  trove.  The  bronze  coins  were  uncovered  on  the  last  day  of  a  rescue  dig 
on  the  site  of  a  Roman  crossroads  settlement  where  an  estate  of  new  homes  is  soon  to  be 
constructed.  Altogether  there  were  117  coins  dated  between  a.d.  364  and  378  and  most  of  them 
were  in  good  condition.  Hundreds  of  individual  coins  have  also  been  found  during  the  three 
week  dig.  “The  coins  were  heaped  together  and  buried  about  three  feet  down.  They  could 
have  been  part  of  an  even  larger  hoard  hidden  at  a  time  of  crisis  in  the  settlement”. —  The 
News,  Portsmouth ,  22  April  1976 
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Hoard  3.  About  2,800  Roman  coins  have  been  found  somewhere  on  the  outskirts  of 
Lincoln — but  because  police  are  anxious  to  keep  away  treasure  seekers,  the  exact  location  is 
being  kept  secret  for  the  time  being.  The  find  is  being  treated  as  treasure  trove.  A  police 
spokesman  said  the  coins  are  being  sent  to  London  for  examination  by  museum  experts.  The 
examination  is  expected  to  take  about  a  month.  “At  this  stage  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  who 
found  the  coins,  or  where  they  were  uncovered”,  said  the  spokesman.  The  last  big  find  of  old 
coins  in  the  Lincoln  area  was  last  year,  when  about  20,000  were  discovered  at  Coleby. — 
Lincolnshire  Echo ,  14  April  1976.
